DANGEROUS FIRE
AT SYKESVILLE

—_———

Plant of the Sykesville Milling
Company Was Destroyed
By Fire,

A fire which destroyed one of Sykes-
villo's industries nnd entailed a severe
loss upon the owner, broke out st
about 3:80 o'clock Wednesnsy morn-
log and ooly the hend of kind prov-
idence prevented the blaze frog
spreadiog and wiping out the majority
of buildings of town,

The fire was discoversd by Jehu
Jebu and J. J, Jefferios at the hour
above mentioned at the plant of the
Sykesville Milllng Company which was
located near to their homes and also
close to the business corner of town.
When discovered, the fames had
gained such & headway as to make
it impussible to save the plant so that
Messre. Johu and Jeffries started out
through the town calling a general
alarm.

The Ioflammable character of the
bulldiogs in the peighborbood and
the lack of water to combat the lames
caused consternation among those who
had been rudely aroused from thelr
slumbers and those who had collected
at the scene of the fire eould only look
on and hope that the blaze would not
spread to the adjoining bulldings,

A slight fall of rain and & heavy at-
mosphere kept the sparks and heat
within & safe limit and although some
of the nearby houses were for ashort
time in greoat danger and thers was
practically no water to stay the lames
should they spread, no other buildings
were ignited.

The plant of the Milling Co. was
totally destroyed. The loss as esti-
timated by A. L. Zimmerman, the
owner, is 86 500, against an insurance
of #3,000.—Sykesville Post- Dispateh,
